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U.S.  SPICE  IMPORTS  CORREHT  SERIAL  RECORDS 

GAIN  OVER  1967 

Summary 

U.S.  imports  of  specified  condiments  and  flavoring  materials  in  1968  amounted 
to  $62.8  million,  up  5 percent  over  1967  imports  of  $59*6  million  and  edging 
ahead  of  19 66  and  1965  imports  of  $61.5  and  $60.6  million,  respectively. 

The  biggest  dollar  gain  in  1968  spice  trade  was  in  vanilla  beans,  which  jumped 
from  $5*6  million  in  1967  to  $9.8  million  as  dealers  and  manufacturers  replen- 
ished depleted  inventories.  Clove  imports  also  rose  sharply  in  anticipation 
of  shortages  and  higher  prices  in  the  months  ahead  because  of  declining  pro- 
duction in  Tanzania. 

Imports  of  black  and  white  pepper  were  off  somewhat  from  the  unusually  high 
1967  level,  but  pepper  still  retained  the  position  of  being  the  most  important 
U.S.  spice  import  with  a value  of  $lL»- • 3 million.  Turmeric  imports  recovered, 
rising  sharply  over  the  year  before,  and  poppy  seed  imports  were  also  higher. 
Trade  in  cassia,  ginger,  and  capsicum  peppers  showed  little  change  from  the 
preceding  year. 

U.S.  spice  consumption  has  become  stabilized,  perhaps  declining  somewhat  on 
a per  capita  basis,  reflecting  the  increased  use  of  "convenience  foods'9  and 
imitation  flavoring  materials . The  quality  of  imports  for  many  spices  con- 
tinues to  be  a problem  due  to  inadequate  conditioning  and  packing  methods  in 
producing  countries.

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World  Trade  of  Specified  Spices 

Pepper:  World  exports  of  black  and  white  pepper  (Piper  nigrum  L.)  during  1967 

reached  the  record  level  of  200.3  million  pounds  and  were  up  33  percent  over 
the  year  before.  The  record  1967  world  pepper  trade  was  attributed  to  a sharp 
increase  in  shipments  by  Indonesia,  Sarawak,  and  Brazil,  despite  a l6-percent 
fall  in  Indian  exports. 

New  York  wholesale  black  pepper  prices  during  1968  showed  little  change  from 
the  levels  of  a year  earlier.  Prices  during  1968  averaged  37*8  cents  per 
pound,  compared  with  an  annual  1967  average  of  38. 4 cents,  and  continued  to 
be  well  under  the  1966  and  1965  averages  of  43*3  and  47.9  cents  per  pound, 
respectively.  Prices  in  January  1969  averaged  39.3  cents,  up  slightly  from 
the  January  1968  level  of  38.8  cents. 

Indonesian  pepper  exports  increased  sharply  in  1967  and  totaled  82.1  million 
pounds,  compared  with  46.3  million  pounds  in  the  year  before.  The  United 
States  was  the  largest  recipient,  taking  over  one-half  of  the  shipments. 

India*  s pepper  exports  in  1967  amounted  to  46.0  million  pounds,  off  8.8 
million  from  the  previous  year  because  of  sharply  reduced  exports  to  the 
United  States.  However,  reflecting  a significant  increase  in  shipments  to 
the  USSR,  Indian  exports  during  the  first  7 months  of  1968  have  totaled  36.9 
million  pounds,  up  30  percent  over  the  corresponding  1967  period.  During  the 
7-month  period,  shipments  to  the  USSR  were  nearly  doubled  as  compared  with 
1967  and  were  the  highest  to  the  Soviets  of  any  preceding  year. 

India's  sales  to  the  United  States  during  1968  continued  at  very  low  levels 
as  U.S.  importers  were  still  buying  lower  priced  Indonesian  pepper.  During 
1967,  India  exported  only  2.4  million  pounds  to  the  United  States,  compared 
with  11.7  million  in  1966,  and  during  the  first  7 months  of  1968  exports  to 
the  United  States  totaled  1.59  million  pounds,  against  1.57  million  in  the 
corresponding  1967  period. 

The  high  7- cent s-per- pound  export  duty  levied  by  the  government  has  made 
India's  pepper  less  competitive  with  that  from  other  sources  such  as  Indonesia, 
Sarawak,  and  Brazil.  However,  through  bilateral  trade  agreements,  exports  to 
the  Soviet  Union  and  Eastern  Europe  have  continued  to  expand  and  shipments  to 
this  area  during  the  January- July  1968  period  accounted  for  three- fourths  of 
India's  total  pepper  exports. 

Sarawak' s pepper  exports  rose  sharply  in  1967  to  43.7  million  pounds,  well 
above  the  1966  shipments  of  29*2  million  pounds  and  the  1960-64  average  level 
of  22.5  million.  All  of  the  increase  was  accounted  for  by  expanded  exports 
to  Singapore,  which  took  nearly  88  percent  of  the  total.  Exports  during  1968 
continued  to  be  heavy,  totaling  a record  51*1  million  pounds.

Reflecting  the  expansionary  trend  in  production,  Brazil9  s 1967  pepper  exports 
reached  the  record  level  of  21.3  million  pounds,  up  51  percent  over  the  year 
before  and  more  than  triple  the  1960-64  average  of  6.2  million  pounds.  The 
United  States  remained  the  largest  recipient,  taking  7*5  million  pounds ; other 
major  markets  were  West  Germany,  3*4  million;  Argentina,  2.7  million;  and 
France,  2.4  million  pounds.  Exports  during  January- October  1968  totaled  15 
million  pounds,  against  16.3  million  during  the  same  1967  period. 

Pepper  exports  from  the  Malagasy  Republic  also  increased  during  1967,  totaling 
3.2  million  pounds , up  31  percent  over  1966.  Exports  during  the  first  11 
months  of  1968  continued  to  expand  reaching  5*1  million  pounds,  against  2.7 
million  during  the  corresponding  1967  period. 

U.S.  imports  of  black  and  white  pepper  during  1968  totaled  53*1  million  pounds 
valued  at  $14.3  million,  off  5 percent  from  a year  earlier,  primarily  reflec- 
ting smaller  imports  from  Indonesia.  Imports  from  India  continued  to  decline, 
amounting  to  only  2.6  million  pounds,  compared  with  3*2  million  and  12.8 
million  pounds  in  1967  and  1966,  respectively.  For  the  second  consecutive 
year,  Brazil  was  the  second  largest  source  of  U.S.  pepper  supplies.  Imports 
in  1968  totaled  8.1  million  pounds,  nearly  double  the  1966  level. 

Cloves:  Clove  supplies  have  become  very  tight,  reflecting  a poor  crop  and 

declining  stocks  in  Tanzania.  Clove  prices  have  soared  to  levels  nearly  5 
times  as  great  as  those  of  a year  ago.  New  York  wholesale  clove  prices  are 
currently  being  quoted  at  $1.70/1.75  per  pound,  compared  with  $0.38  per  pound 
a year  earlier.  Prices  are  expected  to  remain  firm  as  Tanzania* s 1969-70 
crop  is  also  expected  to  be  below  normal.

Vanilla  beans:  World  vanilla  bean  exports  in  19 67  approximated  2.3  million 
pounds,  down  from  2.7  million  in  the  year  before  and  well  under  the  1965  level 
of  3.2  million.  The  decline  in  1967  trade  again  reflected  smaller  purchases 
by  the  United  States,  by  far  the  world's  largest  vanilla  importer.  The  U.S. 
vanilla  industry  in  1967  continued  to  draw  upon  stocks  in  lieu  of  making  new 
commitments  because  of  the  unbalanced  statistical  position  between  supply  and 
demand.  However,  as  stocks  have  undergone  considerable  reduction  during 
1966-67,  shipments  to  the  United  States  in  1968  picked  up  sharply  and  were 
well  ahead  of  the  previous  year. 

Malagasy  Republic  vanilla  exports  during  1967  totaled  1.47  million  pounds 
valued  at  $6.8  million,  down  25  percent  from  1966.  The  sharp  fall  in  exports 
was  attributed  to  smaller  shipments  to  the  United  States,  which  totaled  only 
0.93  million  pounds  against  1.50  million  during  1966.  Exports  during  the 
first  11  months  of  1968  totaled  1.84  million  pounds,  compared  with  l.l6  million 
during  the  same  1967  period. 

The  Republic's  vanilla  production  in  1967 — at  over  3*5  million  pounds--was  far 
in  excess  of  world  consumption  requirements.  To  help  alleviate  the  large 
stock  position,  the  Malagasy  Government  ordered  destruction  of  1.3  million 
pounds  of  uncured  vanilla  from  the  1967  crop,  and  to  discourage  increased 
production,  it  has  reduced  grower  prices  by  30  percent. 

Under  the  1968  marketing  quota  arrangement  between  the  Malagasy  Republic,  the 
Comoro  Islands,  Reunion,  and  the  U.S.  Vanilla  Bean  and  Flavoring  Extract 
Manufacturers  Association,  the  Indian  Ocean  producers  allocated  a vanilla 
export  quota  of  1.66  million  pounds  for  shipment  to  the  United  States  and 
Canada  during  1968.  Of  the  U.S. -Canadian  quota,  782,600  pounds  are  allocated 
for  shipment  during  the  first  6 months  and  the  balance  during  the  remainder 
of  the  year.  A 1968  quota  of  nearly  800,000  pounds  was  allocated  by  the 
producers  to  European  destinations. 

The  1968  quota  also  included  price  increases  of  between  23  and  45  cents  per 
pound,  depending  on  quality,  over  the  $4.63-cent-per-pound  f.o.b.  rate  agreed 
upon  under  the  1967  marketing  arrangement.  Current  New  York  spot  Bourbon 
vanilla  prices  are  being  quoted  at  $5»50-$5«60  per  pound,  up  from  $5»20-$5.50 
prior  to  the  price  increase  stipulated  in  the  1968  quota  agreement. 

U.S.  vanilla  purchases  last  year  exceeded  the  quota  allocated  under  the  1968 
marketing  agreement,  in  contrast  to  1967  when  shipments  to  the  United  States 
amounted  to  only  half  of  the  quota  set  for  that  year.  U.S.  imports  from  the 
Indian  Ocean  producers  in  1968  totaled  1.88  million  pounds,  compared  with 
only  1 million  pounds  in  the  year  before.  Total  U.S.  vanilla  imports  in  1968 
amounted  to  2.16  million  pounds  valued  at  $9*8  million,  well  above  the  1967 
level  of  1.28  million  pounds  valued  at  $5.6  million.
